[CONCLUDED.] 


Now, gentlemen, \\e are Americans, 
We 


have a vast country, a variety of climate,and va- 
rious pursuits. We have agricultural States; and 
we have plantation States. 
We have manufac- 


turing interests and commercial intetesta 
And 


our business is not to array our various interests 
into a belligerent and hostile state, not to inflame 
out own passions or the passions of others con- 
cerning the measures of government for the pro- 
tection of our particular interests—but let us 
make the whole njffreat national,! may Siiy,a_/rtm- 
ily concern. 
We should aim not to produce the 


impression that one interest issetagainslanother, 
but that we all go lor tho-<e laws and measures 
winch will be most conducive to the general good 
We should remember that we are citizens o( the 
United States; that as such we are interested in 
the United States and in every State,—that we 
are mU'iested in the concerns ot all classes and 
of every class; and 1 do firmly be'iere that mod- 
eration and wisdom and perseverance and trutli 
and reason will ultimately prevail over all the 
influences which seem to separate \he interests 
ot one class from those of anotner. 
Why, what 


1 have said in relation to the necessities or wants 
of Agriculture is strictly true with regard to our 
S>retrfren of the South engaged in the Plantation 
inteiest. The fiist market lor their cotton, and 
the best maiket, is with the Northern and New- 
EnjjUnd manufacturers ot that article, and it is 
:ibsulutely astonishing that this is not perceived. 
The Norlli takes on^-third of their cotton,and that 
tilt- first third, and fixes the price; it is sold with 
small ch irge for freight and still brings" a high 
price. And 1 say it is absolutely astonishing tlmt 
tlioae whose living depends on the production 
and erik' ol this article should not see to what an 
extent it depends upon the consumption and 
manuladuie ol the article in our own country 
These truths—these elements ot political econo- 
my are ns true on the James River and in Ala 
baniH as he re, 'ind let pnpulai prejudice become 
informed and kind feeling mark all discussions 
ol the mljpct, and we shall come to see how 
much our happiness and honnr depend upon a 
free and just und liberal intercourse among our- 
selves (Cheers) 


Gentlemen, 1 am too long in troubling you 


with these rematks (Cries ol'go on ') I believe 
that thoy are founded in truth.

Baltimore that I believed the time was coming 
when some arrangement might be made between 
England and us. 1 took especial care to gay 
.hat this must be effected by Congiess on tnia 
side, and by parlimpnt on the other—by condi- 
lonal enactments, as the condition of the trade 
between the United States and the West India 
slands has been since 1832. 
Congress said to 


England,'it you will do so, we will do BO; if 
you will pass such laws, we will pass such other 
aws.' The negociations were carried on in Eng 
and by Mr, McLane under Gen. Jackson on 
Llus side and Earl Grey on the other. It was 
accepted by Congress, who passed thesnecessary 
laws on our paitand England on hers. 


It happened that we made a bad bargain that 


time; but that is a matter to be considered; I 
only cite this as authority for treating upon this 
subject by conditional legislation, and in what 1 
said at Baltimore I intended faithfully to declare 
that I did not desire that the arrangement should 
be made by the tieaty making power, the Presi- 
dent and Senate, tothe exclusion of the more 
popular branch ot Congiess; but that itw»s to be 
done by Congress; and Congressional legislation 
and acts ot'Parliment. 
And in the face of that 


—(I suppose I expressed my self, obscurely, 
though that is a fault 1 cannot help,) in the face 
of that, there were men whose sense of iustice 
and whose love of truth did not restrain them 
from saying that Mr. WEBSTER was in favor of 
putting the whole matter under the treaty-mak- 
ing power to be settled,under John Tyler and his 
administration1 (cheers ) No!
